was  in  the  water  those  who  gave  evidence  of  repen¬ 

tance,  m  sp^  of  Jesus  as  one  “mightier  than  1”  and  said  He 

would  come  and  baptise.  (3)  The  HUy  Spirit  js'shown  as  the 
realm  into  which  one  is  baptised.  Did  Jesus  come?  Yea,  He 
came.  Did  He  baptise  believers  in  the  ^ifait?  Yea,  He  did.  In 
Acts  diaptar  3  it  is  said  that  believers  ware  filled  with  the 
Spirit  and  doven  ftngues  of  fire  came  and  atood  ovw  their 

heads.  Here  the  prophecy  of  John  about  Jesus  baptising  in  the 

^irit  was  fulfilled  as  the  church  was  brought  into  being  and 
the  believers  were  initiated  into  the  body  of  Christ 

3.  Paul,  in  1  Corinthians  U:13,  spoke  of  the  baptismef  the  Spirit  Ibis  verse 
declares  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  the  baptiser  and  Jesus  the  realm  into  which 

believers  are  baptised,  niis  is  the  contiiaiing  baptism  of  the  SfMrtt  and  happens 
simultaoeously  with  the  new  birth.  One  of  tte  tiungs  which  the  Holy  Spirit  does 
for  the  believer  is  to  induct  Um  into  the  body  of  Chi^  There  are  no  accompany¬ 
ing  signs  when  this  esperience  takes  place.  It  happens  simply  and  quietly  in  the 
esperieace  of  ttw  believer. 

( 3 )  According  to  Romans  8 : 3  the  bellevar  is  baptised  into  the  death,  burial  and 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  Ibis  is  a  work  df  the  Holy  Spirit  in  which  the  believer 
is  brought  to  a  realisatloo  of  His  identity  withCbrist  This  esperianca  has  eslsted 
potentially  since  the  deatii  of  Jeaue.  It  becomes  real  through  the  ^tirit  at  conver¬ 
sion. 

Ibus  the  baptism  of  file  Spirit  is  a  quiet,  continuing  eaperience  in  which  the 
bdiever  te  brought  Into  the  bo(^  of  Christ  and  identic  with  the  suffering  pnd 
victory  of  Jesus  in  Ms  death  and  resurrection.
